Great Northern Will Install Big Plant 
to Furnish Power to Operate 
Mountain Division. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

TACOMA (Wash.) Feb. 23.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] By order of Jim Hill, 
the Great Northern will be the first of 
the transcontinental railroads to oper- 
ate its mountain divisions by electric- 
ity. 

By August 1 all trains will be oper- 
ested by electricity across the Cascades 
from Leavenworth, a little west of the 
Columbia River. to Skyhomish on the 
western slope. The water power plant 
to generate 12.000 electric horse-power 
is being installed in the water cafion

POLICE COMMENDED. 


Thoroughness of Their Work in St. 
Petersburg Eliciting Praise An 
Over the City.

ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 23.—The 
skiliful performance of the police in 
the round-up of the great band of plot- 
ters, has wor praise throughout the 
city, bearing witness to the thorough- 
ness of the methods evolved for fight- 
ing terrorists. The secret police are 
spending unlimited sums in bringing 
the terrorists to justice, and have 
drafted agents of international experi- 
ence, who are thoroughly familiar with 
the byways of western anarchists, and 
who will introduce an improved tech- 
nique here. 

The police department has entered 
into relations with detective agencies 
abroad, and has organized an extensive 
service in all the centers where Russian 
emigrants congregate, particularly ir 
New York, Paris and Switzerland, and 
are making a special effort to penctrate 
within the innermost councils of the 
social democratic and social revolution- 
ist organizatic ns. 

In connection with the latest plot,

“Just now we are hearing about the 
wage problem. But do the people ap- 
preciate that with a given opportunity 
for the development of business the 
more we have to pay for capital the 
less there is to pay for wages? I am 
not referring to the scale of wages, but 
to the amount we can spend for wages. 
And in order to get capital on reason- 
able terms, we have got to have good 
credit, and credit must be maintained 
by surplus earnings. There is the 

whole thing in a nutshell.“

“FLEETING MOMENTS!” 
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2 PERSIAN GULF PROBLEM. 
Every day that has passed since the commence- 
ment of the Euphrates Valley Railway, the Persian 
gulf problem has increased in importance. For over 
a century Great Britain has been actively policing 
this pirate-haunted region, making these waters free 
and secure for universal trade. In this respect she 
has always stood alone, but with the passing of time 
enormous changes in the political geography of 
Asia and the Pevsian Gulf have come about.“ The 
lines along which this Persian problem might be 
ved, with safety to the British Empire and to 
in particular. were plainly indicated in 1899, 
when it was then that the position of Eng- 
land in the Persian Gulf was peculiar; that she had 
privileges as well as responsibilities; and chat she 
would permit no other nation to establish naval 
bases in those i waters. In 1904 Lord Lans- 
downe reaffirmed this British policy in the Gulf. 
The Bannerman government now seems to havé 
modified this policy. Nothing has apparently been 
done to secure England's command of the Gulf, 
while ber advantages have been practically lost. 
Russia, Turkey and Germany have been permitted to 
foster interests in the regions edging this water. 
Turkey has been allowed to extend her misrule over 
independent territory, the neutrality of which is 
essential to the neutrality of the Persian Gult. She 


bas even claimed Ei Katar and has intrigued for 


islands within the Gulf itself. Germany has shown 
remarkable interest and activity in Persia, and the 
Persian Gulf. The working of the plan that gave 
her trade and territory in the South Seas and China 
has already been made manifest in the Middle East, 
and she is yearly growing stronger in a region where 
five years back her black-banded flag was unknown. 

The late Anglo-Russian agreement  deliberateiy 
omitted all mention of the Persian Gulf question, 


and reduced the strength of Great Britain in Persia. - 


The rights of England in the Gulf may eventually 
be recognized and upheld, but so far little or no 
evidence of the maintenance of that peculiar posi- 
tion is apparent. German lines of railway creep 
downwards towards Persia and the Gulf from Asia 
Minor; the independence of the Trucial chiefs ts 
menaced, and the integrity of the Perso-Arahbic 
littoral any ye Great Britain seems dormant and 
apparently making no effort to acquire command 
over the terminals of these lines, or to insure against 
the possibility of a strong place of arms, or even 
a naval base, being established at the head of the 
gulf by a foreign power. 

It must be borne in mind that it is not the desire 
of Great Britain to make the Persian Gulf a British 
lake; but since she has for years single-handed 
kept the Gulf open to the trade of the world, she 


considers herself entitied to special consideration. 


This reward must con- 
sist, apart from the securing of fair and equit- 
able opportunities for trade, in insuring that the 
Gulf, which forms a portion of what may be termed 
the glacis ot India, shall never become a source of 
danger to the Coast of India. 

Now that Asiatics, and Hindus in particular, are 
being incited to open rebellion by sneaking Japa- 
nese who have the entrée into Hindustan (thanks to 
the now distasteful Anglo-Japanese agreement) the

Has Given Power to Cranka and Faddists, Upest 
Society, Discouraged Progress and injured 
the State.

paper in Oregon, has hitherto acquiesced in the

But now, after a few years of practical experi-

Letter Received by Com- 
mander of Island Where Naval 
Explosives Are Stored, 

TRY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
NEW YORK, Feb. 23.—In a letter 
signed Black and addressed 
to Commander Bra ueter, in charge 
of the United States naval magazine at 
Iona Island, the threat is made that 
the enormous stores of smokeless pow- 
der on the Island will be blown up un- 
less the married men dischar~ed from 
employment on the island, January 1. 
1908, be put back to work at once. 
There are 30,000,000 pounds of smoke- 
less powder and other explosives stored 
in the numerous magazines. 
Secret-service men are working to 
discover the identity of the writer of 
the letter. Printed by hand, the letter 
was mailed at the Haverstraw ‘postof- 
fice two weeks ago. It is as follows: 
“Tf the married men that were dis- 
charged from Iona Island are not taken 
back again at once, all the magazines 
on the island will be blown up.

GOOD PRICES FOR CELERY. 


HUNTINGTON BEACH, Feb. 23.— 
Orange county celery has netted grow- 
ers a very good price this season, con- 
sidering the poor market resulting 
from financial conditions and the com- 
petition of early celery in the East. 
Yesterday the Celery Growers’ Associa- 
tion received from its selling agent, the 
California Vegetable Union, the pro- 
ceeds from the January pool, amount- 
ing to over $105,000, after deducting 
all expenses. 

This sum is being distributed to grow- 
ers on a basis of 15 cents a dozen for 
No. 1 celery, 14 cents for No. 2 and 9 
cents for No. 3. These are the high- 
est prices received this season. The
